Probably » MllUon Hare Been Sold Thto 


Spring mad Summer. 


It is a gonrce of wonder where all the 


aicydes come from. A careful examina- 
tion of the catalogues shows that there 
are more than 1,000 different makes of 
bicycles on the market At some of 
these establishments as many as 100,000 
wheels are made annually. Practically 
there are no patens on these machines, 
except on unimportant specialties, and 
so it is an easy matter to put a new 
wheel on the market. There' is not BO 
much difference in wheels as one is in- 
clined to suppose. Few mantifactorers 
make a whole machine in their own 
shops, out by far the larger number buy 
the parts from some maker, and simply 
put them together, finish them, give 
them a name and pnt them on the mar- 
ket. For t .is reason a fnlly equipped 
bicycle manufactory can be pnt in run- 
ning order for $5,000 or |6,000. 


Hundreds of wheels of different makes 


are produced, every piece of which is 
turned out of the same factory that fur- 
nishes the different parts, and all that 
the manufactory requires is a good mas- 
ter mechanic and some ordinary finish- 
ers and workmen. The bicycle is not 
an expensive thing to build, and the 
difference between the cost of the mount 
and the price it is sold for is so large 
that the manufacture of wheels has been 
enormously stimulated. But were it not 
for the costly salesrooms, estensiTe ad- 
vertising and large commissions to 
agents the price of the wheel -would be 
very materially reduced to the purchaser- 


It is estimated that the present spring 


and summer at least 1,000,000 wheels 
have faeen sold in this country alone, 
which has involved an outlay of foO,- 
000,000, by the wheelmen of the United 
{•States, and still the diemand is unabated 
and bicycles are being marketed by the 
thousands every d»y.—Chicago Hews.

MUST PAY POSTAGE. 


Postal Law* to Be Enforced A=ain«t 


1 tall way Companies. 


CHICAGO, July 10. — Railroad com- 


panies uo lougr-r may carry their busi- 
ness letters over their own roads with- 
out paying poMage to the government. 
Ail on'er lias been received from Post- 
master General Wilson by Major Stew- 
art aud Postmaster Hesing insisting 
npou the enforcement of the postal laws 
against railways carrying their own 
letters. 


An eiceptiou is made iu favor of let- 


ters that have to do with the business of 
the train carrying them, but all letters 
to station agents and officials are for- 
biddeu to bo carried without postage, 
aud the inspectors are directed to en- 
force the law. The railroads, however, 
will not be required to mail their let- 
ters as ordinary citizens and corpora- 
tions. They will be supplied by the 
government with u specially stamped 
envelope, wiiich they must cancel on 
delivery to the trainman. The express 
companies have beea using such, en- 
velopes for some years.

in the past three years has been the 
steadily Increasing proportion of 
manufactures to ether commodities. 
The very accurate and intelligent 
Washington correspondent ot the 
2few York Journal of Commerce says: 


"Tbe exports of American manufac- 


tures for the fiscal year 1896 will ex- 
ceed by nearly 25 per cent, the rec 
ord of any preceding fiscal year. The 
figures for the eleven months ended 
May 31 last, show total exports of 
manufactures to the amount of 8206,- 
591, 
891—an increase of nearly 840,- 


000,000 over the corresponding eleven 
months of 1895. The month of May 
alone showed an increase from 318,- 
144,676 in 1895 to 822,016,998in 1896.

ast year the total for the year will 
be 3224.000,000. An increase corres- 
ponding to that during the past elev- 
en months would carry the.; total sev- 
eral millions higher. Tiie percentage 
of manufacturing exports to total 
exports reached the unusualfi gure of 
about 35 per, cent, during May, 
against an annual average during 
1895 
of 23.14 per cent. The total ex- 


ports from the United States for the 
eleven months ended with May were 
$798,264,351, and the proportion of 
manufacturing exports wasmore than 
25 per cent.—a figure never before 
attained ia the history of the Amer- 
ican export trade." 


Two things are demonstrated by 


the swelling proportions of exported 
manufactures that go far to confirm 
the faith of the friends of Free Trade.

ConMderable trouble has been bad 


by many oil luen la regard to the 
overflow of oil, salt water and other 
refuse matter. A case was recently 
tried In (Xtawa county which will be 
of interest to every oil man or any 
person who has complaint against the 
overflow of salt water from a well. 


The case referred to'ia the famou» 


salt water case against W. H. Burns, 
the wealthy Woodville oil operator, 
which has just recently been thrown 
out of court. Mr. Barns is now a 
free man and will let the salt water 
flows seek a natural channel. The 
winning of the suit was due to the 
push and energy of the Western 
Oil Men's association, which fought 
the bill hard in the state legislature. 
The Ottawa County JKepublican has 
the following statistics of the case: 


"State of Ohio vs. Wm. Burns. 


This was a criminal action brought 
by the State of .Ohio against Wm. 
Bruns in which he was charged with 
causing and permitting refuse mat- 
ter from his oil wells in Sandnsky 
county to flow into the Portage river. 
The case was tried in the Common 
Pleas court, and the evidence only 
went to show that the defendant had 
permitted salt water from his oil 
wells to flow into the river, aid that 
this was a grievaccs to the inhabit- 
ants of Ottawa county. The main 
question ia the case" was whether 
salt water coming from an oil well 
would be considered under the statute 
as 
refuse matter. The Common 


Pleas ccurt. when this question 
was raised there, held that salt 
water was a refuse product of an 
oil well, and if the defendant permit- 
ted that to flow into the river that 
he was guilty as he stood charged in 
the indictment, and so instructed the 
jury, and the Jury thereupon re- 
turned a verdict of guilty. Excep 
titans were taken, and a petition in 
error filed in the Circuit court. 
The 


Circuit court held that silt water 
was not the refuse product of an oil 
well, and that in permitting it to 
flow in the river, the defense had vi- 
olated no provision of the statute, 
and that, therefore, the Common 
Pleas court erred in charging the 
jury that if they found that the de- 
fendant had permitted silt water 
from bis oil wells to flow into the 
Portage river, the? should fitd him 
euilty. The judgment and verdict 
of toe Common Pleas court was set. 
aside, aod tbe case was remanded for 
a new trial."

?eisia desires to visit your ttmversity 
sown today en xoute for London by spe 
cial, amnng at Camhndge station 
aboat 1-10 o'clock. Be prepared with 
escort and reception as far as tune al- 
low " 


Instantly everybody began tumbling 


over his fellow. The town clerk was 
ient for, and messages were dispatched 
to the vice chancellor, the members of 
the corporation, the volunteer officers 
and the cook of St. Peter's college kitch- 
en. The vice chancellor humed on his 
robes, thfa aldermen aad councilors did 
ditto, the volunteers donned their uni- 
forms, and the cook began, to toil and 
fry 


Nor -were the general public behind- 


hand, nags were hung out and crowds 
gathered m the street Dr Cookson, the 
vice chancellor (irreverently known in 
those days as "Dismal Jimmy"), made 
his way to the station as fast as his dig 
nity would permit. The mayor, Mr. T 
H. Naylor, and the corporation followed 
suit A guard of honor and carnages 
were in waiting, and soon everybody 
was there except the shah. Then the 
news flew round that the railway offi 
ciala knew nothing about the special 
train, and after a brief delay it was ap- 
parent that the whole thing was a hoax. 
The perpetrators of the hoax-were never 
discovered, though two persons were 
afterward freely mentioned m connec- 
tion with it. In the year of grace 1878 
the era of practical joKs WiW past, bnt 
bad the authors of the shah's visit been 
alive in the days of Theodore Hook 
they might have lived in literature.

About Cottonseed Heal. 


Cottonseed meal is the residue left 


after extraction of the oil by pre&sure. 
When fresh, it is of a bright yellow 
color with a sweet, nutty flavor, bnt be- 
comes discolored and deteriorates with 
age. Black specks show adulteration 
•with the hulls It is a verynch, nitrog- 
enous or muscle building stock food, 
with more or less fat according to the 
effectiveness of the oil extraction. It is 
comparatively poor in starch and sugar 
and notsbly weak in fiber, requiring 
that it be fed with plenty of coarse fod 
der to supply the necessary bulk to fill 
the stomach It is a far richer feed than 
cornmeal or wheat 


Cottonseed meal is largely used in 


the eastern states-as a fertilizer, its value 
for that purpose being computed in th 
same manner as that of other fertilizers 
It can often be bought at prices whici 
justify its, use forth at purpoi», althoug! 
thp more usual and rational practice 
to feed it There is, however, danger o 
injurious effects from the free feedmL 
of cottonseed meal, especially when no 
perfectly fresh 
It must not be f*>d 


young stock. 


In the process of manufacturing cot 


tonseed products th« se^d after being 
cleaned is hulled, the hulls formmf 
atxjnt one-half the weight These hulls 
are good feed, not rich in proteids, bu 
more so in the carbohydrates. They are 
considerably used for that purpose. For 
the most part, however, they are ournec 
in the factories producing them, the 
ashes being carefully sa\ ed as a fertilizer 
rich m potash and phosphoric acid. To 
some extent they are baled and enter 
into commerce, usually to bo mixec 
with meal for feedings —United State*
